REPRESENTS 1500 COLLEGE THEATER DEPARTMENTS. THE ATA OR- 
GANIZES AMERICAN COLLEGE THEATER FESTIVAL WHICH BRINGS 
TEN PRIZE WINNING PLAYS TO KENNEDY CENTER EACH YEAR, AFTER 
A YEAR-LONG COMPETITION.
